[Text] Since the beginning of the year our army hae gained tens of 
thousands of newly admitted party members of generally good quality.

Ouitivates the masses, educating the Youth Union members to raise their 
over~all politioal quality while having plans to cultivate the outstanding 
Youth Union members to create a source for party development, and therefore 
have been able to admit many new, young, High-quality party members, 


Clearly, in omder to meet the quantitative and qualitative requiremente o! 
party development the party organigations must do a good job of the ali- 
round cultivation of the masses outeide the party, and particularly of those 
who are to be admitted into the party. 


The important thing at present is that the party chapters must, by means of 
the “The entire Youth Union participates in party building “movement, 
continually cultivate the masses regarding communist ideale and their 
knowledge of the party, the political policies of the party, and the ais- 
sions of the army and the unit.

YEARLY EXPORT PLaw TO BE FULFILLED BY HANOI CORPORATIONS

Corporations: "The Hanoi Federation of Import-Export Corporations 
Tries to Fulfill the Yearly Export Plan") 


[Text] The 1980 plan which has been entrueted to us calle for the expor- 
tation of a volume of .ods amounting to 142 percent of that under the 
1979 plan. This increase can be seen in the volume of principal export 
goods entrusted to us: 150 percent for embroideries and laceworks, 136 
percent for woolen and kenaf carpets, 127 percent for goods made of 
rattan and bamboo, 250 percent for fresh flowers and a near 4-fold 
increase in on-the-spot export activities, 


Over the past 6 months, our Federation of Corporations has tried to ful- 
fill the indicated task despite numerous difficulties caused by fluctu- 
ations in prices, life and the market, by the situation of supply of 

raw materials, electricity and coal, by a shortage of houses, workshops, 
warehouses, transportation means and so forth. The export turnover for 
the first 6 months of this year is higher than that for the same period 
in the previous years--a 2,.2-fold increase compared with the first 6 
months of 1979 and representing 60 percent of the total 1979 yearly 
turnover. Compared with the first 6 months of 1979, there has been an 
increase in the export volume of many principal goods such as fresh 
flowers with 216 percent, rattan and bamboo worke with 191 percent, 

kenaf carpets with 200 percent, embroideries and laceworks with 144 per- 
cent and thick wool carpets with 118 percent. We have thus contributed 
to providing employment for nearly 40,000 laborers engaged in the produc- 
tion of export goods, tulfilled our obligations with regard to the public 
fund and, for the benefit of the municipality, increased the accumula- 
tion of foreign currencies to an amount equal to that acquired through- 
out the year 1979. 


The above-mentioned achievements are due to the thoughtful leadership and 
guidance of the Municipal Party and People's Committees and the Ministry 
of Foreign Trade, to the attention paid by the administration and party 











committees at many levels to exportation, to the cooperation and effec- 
tive assietance of various general corporat!ons and sectore and especially 
to the efforte of industrial, agricultural, artisan industry and handi- 
craft production inetal lations, 


However, beside these achievements, we still have many shortcomings aid 
weak pointe, Many export potentials of the municipality have not yet 
been wisely exploited, 


Our Federation of Corporationa hae etarted the plan for the last 6 monthea 
of thie year with the objective of "comprehensively fulfilling and even 
overfulfilling the plan entrusted by the municipality.” We will try to 
satisfactorily carry out the task of supplying raw materiale to produc- 
tion inetallations, to atrengthen organization, to improve management 
and the contract work system and to cooperate with other sectors such as 
the finance agencies, the Assocation of Interbranch Handicraft Cooperatives 
and the Price Commission in properly implementing Resolution No 2052/NQ 
of the Municipal People's Committee on the application of the policy 
toward certain export sectors, in reexamining certain irrational prices, 
in correctly carrying out policies designed to encourage exportation and, 
as an immediate task, in granting money awards to enterprises and coopera- 
tives for their export achievements in 1979, in selling goods and materi- 
ale as an encouragement to installations which sell agricultural prod- 
ucts for export and so forth. We will reorganize and intensify on-the- 
spot export activities to collect foreign currencies and will prepare to 
carry out additional activities such as providing various types of ser- 
vice, receiving orders to supply goods to foreign agencies, conveying 
goods sent by overseas Vietnamese to their families, supplying goods to 
families of overseas Vietnamese who send foreign currencies home from 
abroad, and also taking in charge the task of building houses and selling 
goods and building materials to collect foreign currencies, We will also 
begin to locally export certain goods to directly receive foreign cur- 
rencies for.the municipality's benefit--this task to be entrusted to 

us as a proxy who will either receive the general corporations’ assis- 
tance or directly assume exportation. Using the foreign currencies 
received, we will carry out importation to promote the development of 
production, especially the production of export goods. We will also have 
to adequately prepare for the 1981 plan and the subsequent years' plans. 


We believe that the 1980 plan entrusted to us by the municipality will 
certainly be satisfactorily carried out owing to the attention of the 
municipality and the ministry [of foreign trade], to the assistance of 
various sectors and agencies subordinate to the ministry and to the 
efforts of the laborers engaged in the production of export goods and 
of nearly 2,000 cadres and manual and office workers in the entire 
Federation of Corporations.

{Summary} "As an industrial, cultural, scientific and technological center 
as well as a foreign trade center and a major communication center of the 
country, Ho Chi Minh City plays a significant role in solving the problems 
concerning our economy and daily life not only in the immediate future but 
also on a long-term basis, which will contribute greatly to the development 
of our country's economy and science and technology. 


"By joining the surrounding provinces in gradually building a complete agro- 
industrial economic structure, the city will become a large economic center 
of our country, and by making itself economically strong and politically 
stable, the city will become a vital factor of our national defense and 
security.

ANTLIVEGATLVISTIC MOVEMENT LAUNCHED IN INDUSTRIAL MATERIALS MANAGEMENT

[Text] The Hanoi industrial sector ie conducting an antinegativist 
movement in state enterprises. The Industrial Service has appointed 

an inspection delegation comprising cadres from the inepection committee 
and various trade bureaus to inspect 10 enterprises, to assess the 
situation and to direct inetallations to implement antinegativisetic 
measures in carrying out production and business activities. 


After reading the enterprises’ reporte and inspecting certain units, the 
leading comrades unanimously noted that fairly many negative practices 
can still be found in enterprises, especially in the management of mate- 
riale and property. Loss, deficit and waste of materials and products 
are still rather prevalent in the process of reception, transportation, 
preservation and utilization. After fighting negativiem for several 
months, some installations have not yet met the fixed requirements. 
Concerning the examination and prosecution of cases of loss, efforts 
have been made only to solve the minor and blatant ones while the major 
ones have not yet been dealt with firmly. At present, there still are 
12 enterprises in the industrial sector which have suffered relatively 
heavy losses of property but the solution of these cases has long been 
postponed. Moreover, some enterprises have sustained such losses many 
times. 


On 25 May, the Industrial Service held a conference to sum up the movement, 
to review the remaining shortcomings and to set forth measures to con- 
tinue its implementation. The principal measures are: 


--To consolidate and strengthen the enterprises’ protection forces, to 
organize regular patrols and to mount permanent guard in order to protect 
enterprises day and night. 


— To consolidate warehouses and to reinforce material means such as ware- 
house doors and locks, walls, hedges and shields. 














— To atrictly apply systema and regulations enacted by the state concern- 
ing the entry, exit and preservation of materiale and goods, 


The aboveementioned administrative measures are very indispensable and 
important because they are aimed at strengthening the management of mate- 
riale and goods, However, they muet be accompanied by economic measures 
in order to encourage positive aspects and to develop the spirit of volun- 
tary atruggle against negative manifestations. May we suggest the fol- 
lowing economic measures: 


~=The technical bureau of each enterprise must help ite director deter- 
mine a norm of material deficit for each product or product item. Such 
norm must be made known to the producer and to the supply and consumption 
agency for uee as 4 basis for distributing materiale and collecting 
products, 


~=The factory must fix a time limit for the supply and consumption bureau 
and the production unit to settle accounts concerning materials and prod- 
ucts every week, month or quarter, On the basia of the quantity of 
materials supplied and the volume of products collected, any unit which 
has economically used materiale will be granted a money reward commensu- 
rate with the saving value, On the contrary, any unit which has exceeded 
the deficit norm in using materiale will be liable to a penalty propor- 
tional to the excess; this penalty will take an appropriate form ranging 
from divestment of the "Progressive [Unit)" title to imposition of a 

fine inflicted in case of abnormally great deficit (and deducted from 
the monthly salary). 


To properly implement this measure, the factory must set forth a rationa! 
norm for material deficit. If the norm is too generous, it will likely 
fail to inspire a sense of the need to economically use materials but 
will create gape for the development of material waste and loss and 
induce the factory to commend and reward unworthy persons. Since coal, 
firewood, gasoline and oil are fuels which can be wasted during the pro- 
duction or transportation process, it is also necessary to fix specific 
deficit norms for each bakery, kiln and vehicle and to allot fuels 
according to production or transportation plans and involving periodic 
settlement of accounts. 


So far the enterprises subordinate to the Industrial Service have often 
failed to pay attention to the need to soundly manage fuels, to set forth 
deficit norms and to fix account settlement periods. Generally speaking, 
whenever a loss of materials and property is detected, the enterprises 
have cooperated with security agencies in tracking down dishonest elements 
and have simultaneously looked for internal shortcomings and neglects 

80 as to be able to devise preventive measures. However, economic prob- 
lems have not yet been duly resolved in many localities. Decree No 49-CP 
of the Government Council] on physical responsibility for state property 
points out that “those cadres and manual and office workers who, while 











performing production or other tasks, cause damage to the state property 
through lack of responsibility or vielation of labor discipline shal! 
indemnify the public fund for such lows,,.."” It follows that if the 
culprite in cases of loss of materiale of property have not been or can- 
not be found out, the persone in charge of these goods will be considered 
ae having falled in their duties and must, therefore, compensate for the 
Lose and will aleo be liable to adminiatrative and disciplinary action, 
The fact that certain enterprises have not yet dealt with cases of prop- 
erty lose and claimed damages under the pretext that the culprits have 
hot yet been uncovered although these incidents occurred 4 year or more 
ago is proof of incorrect application of the state system, in thie con- 
nection, these enterprises should have taken into account the circum- 
atances surrounding the property losses including the places and dates 
and should have held a meeting with the agencies concerned to examine 
these cases, to determine reaponsibilities and to demand indemnification 
by those agenctes or individuals who caused such losses through lack of 
responsibility or violation of labor discipline, in view of the great 
discrepancies between the state prices for materiale and commodities and 
the current free market prices, it is necessary, when assessing the 
indemnities to be paid, to use the free market prices in order to effec- 
tively reduce thefts of state materials and property. It has been found 
that the materiale and property belonging to certain enterprises have 
been left unattended on roads and in open fields without anyone taking 
responsibility for them. If these commodities are lost or wasted, 
responsibility cannot be laid on anyone. This constitutes a shortcoming 
in the management of materiale and property which muet be promptly 
corrected, 


The antinegativistic struggle in the process of materials and property 
management is part of the overall antinegativietic movement. Everyone 
must broadly play his role as socialist collective owner, display a 
high sense of responsibility and firmly struggle against negative prac- 
tices in order to strengthen the management and preservation of state 
materials and property.

MECHANIZATION OF CROP GROWING IN MEKONG DELTA DISCUSSED

| Text] Conditions and Needs 


Ae early ae at the beginning of the 19th century our ancestors had launch - 
eda large-scale offensive for the exploitation of the Mekong River delta. 
By now, nearly 200 years later, what man, with manual technique and 
feudal emall-ecale agricultural production relationships, could exploit 
from Nature hae been exploited: nearly 2 million hectares of cultivated 
land each year providing one crop that relies on the rainy season. 


In many aspects, the Nature here has been and will be the superior condi - 
tions for agricultural production: the land is flat and there still are mil- 
lions of hectares of land that can continue to be opened for crop growing; 
light intensity, the hours when sunlight is available and average tempera - 
ture allow year-round crop growing; very few storme with strong winds 

(in the last few decades there were only 2 storme with winds blowing at 
the top speed of 23 meters/second), average rainfall of |, 800-2,000 mil- 
limetere per year, but very few heavy rains accumulating over 100 milli- 
meters. Buta few other factors, particularly the natural water system, 
are major obstacles: as elevation is only 1-2 meters, hence very small 
difference in terrain altitudes above sea level, the rate of water drainage 
in the rainy season is #0 slow that many large areas are submerged in 
depthe of a few meters and for as long as 2-3 months. In the dry season, 
salt water moves very deeply inland and aleo drains very slowly. 








Thie water system, which has repeated the same cycles for a long time, 
hae turned @ large part of the land swampy, saline and heavily acid and 
alkaline, (According to Minietry of Agriculture reports, of the 4,041,000 
hectares of natural land in the Mekong River delta 1,7 million hectares 
are acid and alkaline; | million hectares are saline; |, } million hectares 
are normally submerged in water of considerable depths and for long peri- 
ode of time, with only 640,000 hectares getting some alluvial deposit. ) 
That wae the great obstacle that had forced the previous generations, un- 
der the conditions of manual technique and emall-ecale agricultural own- 
ership relationships, not to move forward ae far ae they could, 


The key problem of the offensive to conquer Nature in the Mekong River 
delta today is, therefore, to improve the natural water system. 


However, because of its complex nature and large scope, to improve the 
natural water systern can only be the combined resulte of the scientific 
and technical revolution and a high degree of socialization and centraliza - 
tion of production or, in broader terms, the results of the process of car - 
rying out simultaneously the three revolutions in agriculture. 


The conference on ‘Planning for Agricultural Development in the Southern 
Provinces, '' held in Ho Chi Minh City in 1976, affirmed that in the period 
of transition to socialism, the Mekong River delta would have the ability 
to strive to grow crops in 3 million hectares of land, including over 2.4 
million hectares of rice crop rotating with either subsidiary food crops 
or short-term industrial crops (800,000 hectares with 3 crops/year + 

1, 500,000 hectares with 2 crops/year + 150,000 hectares with | crop/ 
year; a total of over 5.5 million hectares of grain crops and short-term 
industrial crops), 100,000 hectares of long-term industrial crops, 

100, 000 hectares of fruit trees and 94,000 hectares of ponds and lakes 

in which fish and shrimp would be raised. 


That plan for agricultural development on the one hand was based on the 
three revolutions being carried out simultaneously and, on the other hand, 
was an important objective of the process of organizing the implementa - 
tion of the three revolutions. These interrelationships have been binding 
thern in the entire transition to socialism. 


This article examines one of these relationships, a specialized topic in 
the entire program of broad and rich studies of agriculture: the question 
of mechanization of agriculture, mainly mechanization in crop growing. 


In the Mekong River delta, mechanization of agriculture not only is an 
urgent and immediate need but also can develop quickly on a large scale 
under favorable conditions, because: 











After 30 yeare of war, the sise of the herd of draft animale hae been seri- 
ously reduced to the point that they could provide draft power for only 
about 20-25 percent of the cultivated area (according to ‘Report on a 

atudy of draft power in the southern provinces, '' Ministry of Agriculture, 
1976), Consequently, ae an immediate step to stabilize production and 
the standard of living, at least in the soil-preparation program, mechani- 
zation for a larger part of the cultivated area must beconsidered the moat 
urgent need, 


Although the need for construction of water conservancy works involves 
another field of investment, the different kinds of large tractors used in 
agricultural production can and must actively take part in the construc- 
tion of level 3 canale and ditches, Experimental work in many places in 
the region has shown that a tractor working with a machine to dig level 3 
ditches could replace 200 laborers doing the work manually. The digging 
and maintenance of the network of level 3 ditches require the most labor 
from farmers because after every rainy season they normally have to dig 
again, or at least to dredge the existing ditches. The network of water 
pumps is by itself a part of the mechanization of agriculture. In the land 
that has considerable slopes (normally in the midlands and highlands), 
thie water pump network is normally used for watering. Here drainage, 
if itis ever needed, can be easily done without any pumps. In the Mekong 
River delta, with almost negligible slopes in vast stretches of land tens 
of kilometers long, a network of water pumps connected to reinforce one 
another is very much needed for both watering and drainage. For water- 
ing, we can use the network of ‘‘floating'' ditches to reduce the number of 
key pump stations, but for drainage we cannot help using several pumps 
that reinforce one another. Here drainage is an important intensive- 
cultivation measure, for we must wash away the acidity and salinity from 
ricefields several times a year (before the day of liberation, almost all 
of the medium-size irrigation networks were equipped with s:nall pumps. 
But with such flat land and the system of small land ownership, the acid 
water drawn from the ricefield of a farmer having a pump to use was 
dumped into that of a farmer having no pump in his possession!). In ad- 
dition to the network of water pumps being coupled with specialized-use 
motors, the pumps that are mounted on pneumatic tires and are of the 
48-52HP size can all be pulled by tractors to work at the rate of 1,000 cu- 
bic meters/hour for watering, and mainly for drainage. 


As to the need for effective use of the water conservancy system, if wa- 
ter conservancy opens up the possibilities for intensive cultivation and 
increases of crops and cultivated areas, the mechanization of agriculture 
will make these possibilities come true. In the areas of tame land, we 

















used to grow only one crop, with the crop season being possibly extended 
within some definite time limits; for some productive jobs, we had to 
widely use motorized moving power, Aé we grow more crops, we not 
only increase the cultivated areas but also shorten the crop-growing sea - 
sons, hence a greater need for motorized moving power, For the new 
economic zones, thie motorized moving power naturally plays a key role, 
particularly in land-opening and ricefield-rebuilding jobs, The parallel 
and mutually-supporting relationship between water conservancy in and 
mechanization of agriculture in the Mekong River delta obviously is an 
Outstanding one that should be organized and achieved in a synchronized 
manner right in the early period of the development of agriculture. 


As to the need for redivision of labor, with millions of hectares of land 
that can be opened, hundreds of thousands of hectares of short-term in- 
dustrial crops that can be rotated with grain crops, hundreds of thousands 
of hectares of ponds and lakes and hundreds of thousands of hectares of 
fruit trees, there is within agriculture iteelf in an entire region the capa- 
bility of redivision of labor for millions of working people. This charac- 
teristic is both a condition and a requirement for the mechanization of 
agriculture. 


The results of the experiments in the years of 1976-1977 as obtained by 
the organs (of the Ministry of Agriculture) that studied the mechanization 
of agriculture affirmed that if the large machines now existing in the del- 
ta, mostly the ones imported from the Soviet Union, were fitted with ad- 
ditional secondary equipment made by our country's industries, we could 
attain rather high economic and technical norms as we pulled the ma- 
chines that were used to dig ditches, to open new land, to make sweet po- 
tato beds, to pump water and to plow and harrow in both dry and wet rice- 
fields (see the Ministry of Agriculture's Reports at the Scientific and 
Technical Conference on Tools and Mechanization of Agriculture among 
the southern provinces and held in Ho Chi Minh City in November 1977). 


The above-mentioned technical achievements are very significant: they 
affirm the ability to widen both the space and scope of the mechanization 
of agriculture and, on that basis, the ability to fully use and raise the 
power and efficiency of machinery to effectively serve the needs of inten- 
sive cultivation, multicropping and land opening in the Mekong River 
delta. 


Guidelines and Steps 


Before the liberation, two conditions -- one objective and one subjective -- 
had existed: the American aid and the herd of draft animals in rural areas 








having sharply decreased in sise; the need for washing away the soil acid- 
ity and salinity had been very great and permanent; the mechanization of 
agriculture in the Mekong River delta, primarily of soil preparation and 
watering and drainage, had been developed unusually fast. Within 5-6 
years (1969-1974) a number of tractors totaling about half a million horse- 
powers had been imported. According to the Ministry of Agriculture's 
investigation data, by 1976 there remained enough good tractors totaling 
about 350,000 horsepowers, However, because the relationships about 
private ownership of land and machinery were limited, agriculture was in 
a standstill: generally still one crop per year was grown in the existing 
land area. (The emall peasante did not want, nor have the ability, to in- 
vest in opening new land, improving ricefieldse and doing water conser- 
vancy work in order to practice multicropping and intensive cultivation 
ata high level. The owners of machinery did not want to be hired to work 
in the difficult ricefields as they were afraid of little income, damage to 
their machines, etc. ) 


Thus, as we consider the delta as a whole, the mechanization of agricul- 
ture can develop its effects on improving agriculture only within the very 
close interrelationships with the large-scale establishment of agricul- 
tural cooperatives and use of water conservancy. And as we consider 
individual enterprises (state-operated cooperatives or state farms), the 
mechanization of agriculture is closely linked with reorganizing their 
production in the direction of the socialist large-scale production. 


In the Mekong River delta, the type of wet rice-growing specialized enter - 
prises is very common. When the rice-growing process has been mech- 
anized, even only in the most important programe like soil preparation, 
pumping, use of insecticide and threshing, the size of the agricultural 
enterprises must be large enough to effectively use (by fully using the 
capacity and raising the efficiency of machinery) a system of machinery 
that allows the organization of a production structure based on both 
specialized and intensive cultivation and combined business; an increase 
of the initial sources of capita] in two ways, concentration and accumula - 
tion; and the gathering of a labor force capable of quickly accumulating 
in the form of live labor, for the purpose of building the initial material 
and technical bases of the large-scale production and gradually achieving 
a redistribution of labor, etc. 


The size of agricultural enterprises and the economic and technical con- 
ditions arising from it are, on the one hand, the results of the shifting 
from manual to mechanical techniques and, on the other, the conditions 
for a fruitful application of scientific and technical progresses, including 
the use of machinery. 











The new economic zones, which were organized from the very beginning 
in a concentrated manner and on a large scale, mainly in the form of 
state farms, where the state has invested in the mechanization of many 
programe, are aleo the places that attract hundreds of thousands of work- 
ing people in the delta, 


Although the question of reorganizing agriculture is not within the realm 
of study of this article, the generalized facts mentioned above are also 
necessary. Our actual experience has shown that a plan for organization 
of mechanization of agriculture is always linked with a plan for reorgan- 
ization of agricultural production suitable for it. 


Furthermore, the plan for organization of mechanization of agriculture 
must also be based on the state of ite own strength today and ite ability 
to supplement it in the future, 


According to the Ministry of Agriculture's investigation data*, ase of 
March 1977, the draft power of animals and machines (only the good 
ones were counted) of the entire delta consisted of 133, 700 horsepowers 
as provided by the draft animals and 355, 342 horsepowers by tractors, 
with the state-owned tractors providing 28,681 horsepowers and private- 
ly-owned motors, no matter how small and used to operate pumps and 
small junks suitable for family-based production, over | million horee- 
powers. In the new situation, depending on actual conditions, a number 
of localities were able to use only a small number of those machines to 
pull the ones that served production and public activities, for the supply 
of spare parte and fuel was very difficult. 


As to the force of privately-owned tractors, there were many things that 
deserved attention: out of the 75 percent of all tractors being imported 
between 1969 and 1974, 67 percent were large-size tractors, which main- 
ly were imported after 1970. There were so many models and sizes of 
tractors (87 models and sizes manufactured by 8 countries) and they 
were so unevenly distributed. However, a study of statistics showed 

the following brands being imported in relatively large numbers: Someca, 
Fiat, Renault, Massey-Ferguson, John Deere and Kubota Yanmar. As 
to their distribution, 5 provinces had a shortage of draft power and 4 
provinces had more draft power than they needed, with the province hav- 
ing the highest excess of more than 24,000 horsepowers being An Giang

and the province lacking the most draft power, nearly 20,000 horsepow- 
ere being Cuu Long. Even in the provinces that had some excess draft 
power there were districts that were very much ehort of it, For inetance, 
Hau Giang Province had an average of 49, 1 horsepowers for every 100 
hectares of cultivated land, but ite Vinh Chau District had only 6,5 horse- 
powers, Thanh Tri District 7, 1 horsepowere, etc. 


The tractor ownere had a large body of operators and repairmen: more 
than 23,000, including nearly 20,000 operators, or an average of 3 oper- 
ators and .4 repairmen for every 4-wheel tractor. 


Ae to the state-owned tractors, mainly the large ones (there were by the 
end of 1976 650 large tractors and 20 small ones), a large number of 
them was acquired after the day of liberation, but distribution wae far 
from rational, The sector of state farms and army-operated farme was 
given only 61 tractors (too few for the areas assigned to those farms); 
the rest wae distributed almost at will to the provinces in the delta. An 
Giang Province which had an excess of more than 20,000 horsepowers 
wae given 4, 300 additional horsepowers, but Tien Giang Province which 
was short of 18,600 horsepowers was given only |, 110 additional horse- 
powers. (According to data released by the General Department of Tech- 
nical Equipment and Agricultural Mechanization, at the end of 1978 the 
delta as a whole was given 2,000 additional large-sige tractors, but their 
distribution remained as irrational as before. ) 


The above-mentioned characteristics of the situation point to the fact that 
as we organize the achievement of mechanization in agriculture, particu- 
larly in the early period, we must attach great importance to the task of 
reorganizing the existing mechanized force in agriculture. Thus the plan 
for mechanization of agriculture in the Mekong River delta in the period 
of transition to socialiem, as it is suggested as follows, can be divided 
into two steps. 


The first step (1980-1985)* concentrates all forces on trying to maintain 
and exploit all kinds of still-usable tractors in the agricultural machinery 
group sector, at the same time to invest in reinforcing the force of 





* We think that the period of transition to socialism in agriculture in the 
southern provinces begins when there is the movement for socialist 
transformation in agriculture. Thefore, let us understand that the time 
of the first step (1980-1985) as mentioned in this article does not mean 
that the period of transition begins in 1980 (Le Nhat Quang). 





state-owned agricultural machinery in areas of concentrated cultivation 

and to replace the horsepowers of the tractors being eliminated and die- 
carded every year, It is determined by the draft power need of agricul- 
tural production, the conditions and characteristics of the existing agri- 
cultural machinery force and the economy's ability to provide capital for 
investment and import of machinery. 


According to the data of the General Department of Technical Equipment 
and Agricultural Mechanigzation (Ministry of Agriculture), the average 
need for draft power in the Mekong River delta is about 25 horsepowers 
per 100 hectares of cultivated land, The existing herd of draft animals 
provide a total of about 130,000 horsepowers, just enough to take care of 
25 percent of the total area, and about only 20 percent by 1985 due to an 
increase of the total area of cultivated land, Thus from 1980 to 1985 the 
mechanized draft power must take care of 75-80 percent of the total area 
of cultivated land (about 2 million hectares). To ensure the fulfillment 
of this task we need right away about 400,000 horsepowers of mechanized 
draft power. 


But at the end of 1978 there were more than 400,000 horsepowers of 
tractors in the entire delta, with more than 300, 000 in the privately- 
owned sector. Had we had good maintenance and full use of those tractors 
we could have had more horsepowere than we would need with what we 
had. Another fact that deserves our attention is that three-fourths of the 
privately-owned tractors were imported in the early 1970's, which means 
that most of them are still usable for a number of years. These charac- 
teristics affirm the extremely important role of the force of privately- 
owned tractors in the next few years; consequently, to concentrate on 
organizing its exploitation ie the focal point of step one, with the follow- 
ing major factors: 


- Socialist transformation, turning the privately-owned machinery into 
collective possessions, moving from scattered individual business to col- 
lective and concentrated business. At present, we are carrying on this 
transformation in the form of agricultural machinery collectives or 
groups. However, the privately-operated machine repairs instaLlations 
need to achieve socialist transformation at an early time and in a higher 
form. For ordinarily one cannot manage, or will encounter very many 
difficulties in commanding and managing, a producing process if one 
cannot control it, or at least the material forces that are decisive for 
this process. (Naturally, the job of commanding and managing produc - 
tion also includes a number of other tasks and needs. ) 





In reality, if we can control spare parte and fuels, we can not only main- 
tain the agricultural machinery but also control the agricultural machinery 
groupe and put them into the etate plan orbit, At present, spare parte are 
the moet important factor affecting the repairs and full use of tractors of 
all kinds, Since the state hae concentrated on the management of spare 
parts, it must aleo concentrate on managing the repaire installations, 

With the existing machinery and repairmen, the private repairs installa - 
tions can and must be assembled ''to move straight’ to the form of state- 
operated business on the district scale, 


On the basis of the transformed production relationships, we must redis- 
tribute the areas of activities for different agricultural machinery groupe 
in a rational manner in order to overcome the poor distribution of ma- 
chinery that used to happen. To suit the situation and common level of 
management today, we should redistribute the areas of activities within 
every province and take districts as basic units, The provinces that have 
an excess of draft power must try to maintain the force of machinery 
groups and to adjust and redistribute the areas of concentrated and stable 
activities for these groups. The districts that have a large excess of 
draft power must organize additional agricultural machinery groups to 
solely serve the districts in the province that are short of draft power ac- 
cording to contracts and under the common provincial leadership. The 
areas of activities of these special groups must aleo be concentrated and 
stable. By 1985 in the provinces that have excess draft power, careful 
calculations must be made before providing them with additional tractors, 
which must equal the number of horsepowers that are eliminated and dis- 
carded each year. In the provinces that are short of draft power, beside 
their agricultural machinery groups a number of district state-operated 
machine and agricultural machinery repairs stations must be established, 
first of all in the ones that are short of draft power. However, the short- 
age of draft power in the districts is actually not the same. Therefore, 

it is not necessary for every district to build one station for itself, but 
instead a station located in a certain district can serve 2-3 adjacent dis- 
tricts. We must avoid the division of state-operated machinery forces 

by averaging, i.e., letting every district have its own station which, in 
this case, will be too small to permit organization of rational coopera- 
tion and division of work on the basis of technical needs, or will lack 
room to operate, hence, a waste of power and efficiency of equipment. 


The district state-operated machine and agricultural machinery repairs 
stations should be uniformly equipped to ensure improved mechanization 
of the soil preparation program (including making furrows), with about 
70-80 percent of the cultivated areas enjoying stability; to use tractors 
to pull level ‘) ditch-digging machines, water pumps and means of 








transportation to the highest degree in accordance with the needs of pro- 
duction, if fuel is sufficiently supplied; and at the same time to take care 
within the district of repairs of agricultural machines of all kinds, 


Subordinate to the stations are tractor units having enough tractore of 

the types that are suitable for the needs of cooperation and division of 
work within themselves and the needs of agricultural production commen- 
surate with the volume and kind of work in the areas assigned to them. 
Here the assigning of stable areas of operation to tractor units are ad- 
vantageous in many respects, In the Mekong River delta alone, since 

the large ricefields are separated by an extensive network of canals that 
prevents transportation of machinery, this question of stabilizing the 
areas of operation of these units is even more necessary. 


The insecticide-spraying, grinding, cutting and rice-threshing programs 
will be carried out by agricultural production collectives or agricultural 
cooperatives with machines selected from among the small-size machines 
that are still being used by families in rural areas. 


State farms and new economic centers should organize their own tractor 
units. Here synchronized mechanization will be achieved at a faster pace 
than in the agricultural cooperative sector. 


At present, in many cases, the policies that deal with machine owners 
and mechanics at the time they join the collectives with their machines 
have a decisiv -ignificance. Naturally, the principle is to correctly re- 
solve the relationships among the three interests of the state, the collec- 
tives and the individuals, or machine owners and mechanics, but as it 
happened, this principle was not always correctly and readily understood 
at the time it was put into the policies and implemented. A small mis- 
take in such policies could reduce by tens of percent the rate of mobili- 
zation of the still-in-good-conditions machines. When machine owners 
join the collectives, we should let them continue to use and maintain 
their machines. They are to receive wages and to collect the capital de- 
preciation allowance for every hectare of land in which the state plan is 
fulfilled; as a result, their income will be even higher if they overfulfill 
the plan and keep their machines in working conditions beyond the speci- 
fied useful life. The ‘'control of machine prices" policy based on values 
that is being implemented in a number of localities has more or less ad- 
versely affected the efforts to encourage the development of the values of 
use of privately-owned machines. With a limited degree of understand- 
ing, quite a few machine owners have taken their machines apart to get 
hold of parts that they would sell and thus to avoid "price control,'' or 
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after that ''price control'' measure has been taken againat their machines, 
they would no longer take good care of the latter in the capacity of their 
owners ae they had done in the paat, 


lf we can maintain good organization and management on the basie of hav- 
ing a series of rational policies, by 1984-1985 the useful life of the ma- 
chines that are used in the agricultural machinery groups will come to an 
end, Between now and then, the areas of operation of these machinery 
groups will keep decreasing; on the other hand, the state-operated ma- 
chine stations will develop and the areas of their operation will increase 
accordingly. 


The second step (from after 1985 to about the late 1990's) concentrates on 
building and developing the state-operated agricultural machinery forces 
and the agricultural machinery teams and unite in agricultural enterprises, 
thus basically completing the synchronized mechanization of agriculture. 


After step one, after the relationships have been established as an orderly 
thing, some facilities (buildings, shops, etc.) have been built by the ma- 
chinery groups and cadres and workers have been selected from the 
groupe and further trained, the state-operated machinery forces will de- 
velop in a favorable manner. At thie time the extending of the machinery 
forces seems to have to solve only two remaining primary problems: to 
acquire new machines and to organize the replacement of the collective 
ownership relationships by the state ownership relationships. Besides 
the state-operated machinery force, depending on the actual conditions of 
the cooperation and division of work between the cooperatives and the 
district machine and agricultural machine repairs stations, every agri- 
cultural cooperative has its own machinery team or unit that is directly 
responsible for the management and use of unremovable machines and a 
number of small tractors being used in the areas where the larger trac- 
tors cannot operate or operate not so profitably. The economic, tech- 
nical and social conditions that continuously develop in the first step al- 
low us to achieve in the second step stable mechanization in 75-80 per- 
cent of such programs as soil preparation, new land opening, making of 
furrows and digging of level 3 ditches; 100 percent water pumping; 70-80 
percent rice threshing; 100 percent grinding and cutting; 100 percent 
transportation of agricultural products over long distances (by land and 
river routes); and 80-100 percent supplying water for cleaning purposes 











for domestic animals and their pens and stables in animal husbandry en- 
terprises,* This does not include the full use of the agricultural ma- 
chinery forces in food processing and building materials production, 


With the degree and scope of agricultural mechanization ae mentioned 
above, the second step can be considered the one that basically completes 
the mechanigation of agriculture (primarily crop growing) within the en- 
tire delta, 


The purpose of our investment in agricultural mechanization, as we said 
earlier, is to exploit to a higher degree the natural, economic and social 
potentials of the Mekong River delta on the basis of the socialist produc - 
tion relationships, or in other words to build a socialist large-scale pro- 
duction agricultural region, with the formula of combined investment: 
combining new equipment with full use of the existing forces, and com- 
bining invested state capital with the best exploitation of the source of 
capital from the collectivized peasants in the formes that are suitable for 
the transitional period. According to that purpose and formula, the cal- 
culation «~~ even a rough calculation -~- of the capital to be invested must 
come from the realities, including the hidden ones. 


Our investment plan relies on three principal sources of capital: 


- Accumulation from production and initial capital acquired from concen- 
trated production. 


- Accumulation primarily by live labor as provided by collectivized peas - 
ante.

- Accumulation from foreign trade and loans from abroad, mainly from 
the fraternal countries, 


All sources of capital are divided into three parte put aside for; 


- Getting synchronized and balanced machinery and the overall organiza- 
tional system that serves technology, management, training, etc. 


- Building the ‘infrastructure. © 


- Building the industry that manufactures tractors and agricultural ma- 
chinery. 


(This article does not deal with the share of capital to be put aside for 
this industry, for the scope of activities of this industry is beyond the 
responsibility of the delta. ) 


Everybody knows that the third source of capital (foreign exchange) is 
now very limited; the first source of capital in the beginning does not 
amount to anything much if it relies only on accumulation from produc - 
tion. Consequently, all basic production unite must soon extend the scope 
of their activities in a rational manner to create favorable conditions for 
increasing the initial capital source relatively quickly: to concentrate on 
production in proportion to the degree of extension and at the same time 
to concentrate the important source of capital that is labor. 


By concentrating production capital and labor on a large scale, the agri- 
cultural enterprises can immediately develop themselves on two counts: 


- To organize large-scale labor cooperation on the basis of division of 
labor aimed at achieving a production pattern of both intensive and spe- 
cialized cultivation and total development, at the same time to concen- 
trate efforts on building the ‘‘infrastructure'' for mechanization, use of 
water conservancy, etc. 


- To acquire and use machinery in a number of key programe in produc- 
tion in accordance with the need for intensive cultivation and multicrop- 


ping. 


Gradually the strength of manual construction work partially combined 
with machinery will step by step raise the agricultural labor productivity, 
on that basis gradually raise the source of capital from production and 
create the premise for mechanization of agriculture.

The actual experience of the northern provinces hae shown that almost 

all progressive agricultural cooperatives, after having extended the scope 
of their activities in a rational manner for about 5-5 yeare and relied 
first on their own efforts, succeeded in basically completing the building 
of their ‘infrastructure, © 


Normally, in the initial period, the capital needed to acquire machinery 
is provided by the state. In the actual situation in the Mekong River del- 
ta, in thie period there is no need to invest in new machinery yet, but 
investment is largely for the import of parte, which are used to keep the 
existing machines in operating conditions, hence considerable savings of 
capital, However, parte are difficult to import and cost a lot of money 
(costs of parte normally account for 50-80 percent of overhaul expenses 
for tractors), Thus it is necessary to rationally use the capital invested 
in importing parte. 


Almost all the groups’ tractors do need a last overhaul, but we can try 
to import only the parte for overhaul for some of the models that exist in 
large numbers. According to calculations by the Ho Chi Minh City Cen- 
ter for Study of Farm Machinery, about 8 million dollars are needed and 
the plan for import of parts can be greatly fruitful if it is carried out as 
early as possible, for any excessive delay will reduce ite meaning and 
also lead to waste. 


From 1980 to 1985 every year we need to invest in about 60,000 addition- 
al tractor horsepowers (1,200 tractors of an average of 50 horsepowers 
each) to replace the ones that are eliminated and discarded by the groups 
because their useful life comes to an end. According to current prices, 
the capital needed to invest in 1,200 new tractors and accompanying 
equipment each year amounts to about 40 million dong (20 million for 
tractors and 22 million for accompanying equipment). 


Let us assume since we have no firm basie -- ata level that some com- 
rades believe is too high -- that the capital invested by the state to assist 
farmers in building the ‘infrastructure’ is 3 times that invested in ma- 
chinery, the total annua! capital investment will be about 160 million dong. 
Considering the economic importance of the object of investment and the 
ability to provide capital of our economy, we certainly think that the 
above figure is acceptable. 


We believe that the purpose of investing in the mechanization of agricul- 
ture primarily is to obtain an overall result of strategic nature. First of 
all, the mechanization of agriculture is the material framework of 

















large-scale production in agriculture, Machinery, with higher degree of social- 
ization and technology, makes the relationships in the large-scale cooperation 
and division of work in production become a technical necessity, The realities of 
the northern provinces’ agriculture further clarify Marx's argument to the effect 
that the large else of enterprises and their cooperative and work-division rela- 
tionships are more or less coincidental and subjective if they are not based on 
technology and machinery. Thie aepect of efficiency can hardly be calculated by 
plain arithmetic ae it ie ueed in accounting and financial affaires, but it ie an ex- 
tremely important aspect of efficiency. 


Even in regard to the direct production processes, very many aspects of the role 
of agricultural mechanigzation are quite great, but they can be correctly evaluated 
only if we consider their overall economic result. For instance, the role of ma- 
chinery in speeding up and raising the quality of opening new land to develop new 
economic zones: only by using machinery in the more important production taske 
can we achieve multicropping and the direction of large-scale concentrated pro- 
duction and specialized cultivation. 


The realities of our country's agriculture show that the agricultural machinery 
forces have many times fought against floods and droughte and have destroyed 
harmful insects for tense and hundreds of thousands of hectares of land which had 
been threatened by ‘'total losses. | In the capitalist countries these opportunities 
certainly would be the right ones for machine owners to force farmers to work 
and to reap excessive profits. But for us, on the contrary, t save crops the 
socialist state even adopted the policy of paying ‘compensation for losses’ (col- 
lecting fees for work done by machine below production costs) to farmers. Natu- 
rally, the greater the areas where the saving" was made were, the larger the 
payments of ‘compensation for losses’ would be. The state also paid such com- 
pensations to farmers in connection with the use of machinery for soil prepara - 
tion, opening of new land, etc. so as t encourage them to grow crops on sched- 
ule, to practice multicropping and to open new land, 


In all of the above-mentioned cases, only when things were viewed perspectively 
could we see all of the great economic and social effects of the mechanization of 
agriculture. 


We must, of course, emphasize that we could not tolerate the shortcomings that 
have persisted in many years in connection with organizing unbalanced invest- 
ment, management, etc. For instance, within only less than 2 years a district 
misused and caused the breakdown of 19 of 20 brand-new tractore; the average 
soil-preparing capacity of a large tractor in the entire delta was only 70 hectares 
per year as compared with the rated capacity of 240 hectares, while some trac - 
tors have scored as much as 400-600 hectares/year. We could not tolerate our- 
selves any more as some tractor stations still let unit leaders, even tractor oper- 
stors, do everything by themselves: signing contracts with farmers, operating 
tractors, collecting money, etc. 
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The agricultural machinery sector (let ue temporarily call it sector) must still 
atrive hard to achieve the practical economic and technical norme eo as to fully 
use the power of machines, to develop their efficiency and to lower costs, 


In the Mekong River delta, since there is a shortage of draft animale, the density 
of the working population per unit area ise relatively low and the terrain and land 
are favorable, the ability to strive to end the situation in which compensations 
for losses have to be paid to agricultural machinery ie something near reality, 


Let ue consider soil preparation alone, if the rated average capacity of 240 hec- 
tares of cultivated land and the useful life of 10 years ae an average for a large 
tractor are reached, it will have worked 2,400 hectares of cultivated land, which 
if the crop te grain and the average rice yield ts 2.5 tone/hectare will have 
yielded 60,000 tons, In the past, with crops being grown manually, the soil- 
preparation expenses ae paid by farmers usually accounted for 30 percent of the 
total coste per unit area. Today, it is certain that farmere are willing to take 

5 percent of the above-mentioned yield to pay for the soil-preparing work done by 
machine, or 300 tons of paddy, equivalent to 200 tons of rice, ata value of about 
40,000 dollare ~~ 4 times the price of a large tractor, twice the investment in a 
tractor and all of the basic accompanying equipment. That ie only one task. 
Tractors also fulfill many other production taske and thus are capable of not only 
avoiding payment of compensations for losses but aleo making profit, although 
doing business for profit is not the major requirement of this field of investment. 


It is obvious that, with regard to effects and from a perspective view, under the 
conditions of agriculture being reorganized, the mechanization of agriculture 
plays a decisive role in the exploitation of the natural, economic and social po- 
tentials of the Mekong River delta, turns the norms that are extremely important 
for the entire national economy in the ‘plan for potential development of agricul - 
ture in the Mekong River delta" into reality and pute an end to the period of tran- 
sition to the building of the socialist large-scale production in agriculture within 
the entire delta. And, from a narrower view, as a factor in the expenses for 
production of agricultural commodities, the mechanization of agriculture in the 
Mekong River delta has the capacity to attain high efficiency. 


Naturally the degree of development and efficiency greatly depend on our efforts 
to organize their achievement, particularly to improve the systems, means of 
management and economic policies, for the purpose of encouraging cadres and 
workers (including the machinery groups) to fully use the power of machines, 

to raise efficiency and to prolong the useful life of machines, and at the same 
time on the reorganization of agricultural production in the direction of the s8o- 
cialist large-scale production.

[Text] If eleetric power generation is abundant, the distribution of ice 
will raise no problem because beside the state-operated installations 
which are the main suppliers of this good, there are ac many individual 
households that own ice-making apparatuses. Due to the current power 
shortage, the volume of production has decreased while the consumption 
requiremente remain high. As a result, the distribution situation is 
rather tense. 


The sight of “lightning” shady dealings can be seen daily in the vicinity 
of the Ice Factory or in the adjoining desert streets. When the ice- 
carrying vehicles arrive at high speed, some people have been waiting on 
the roadside. Ice bare are immediately unloaded by means of hooke and 
cut into two or three sections which are subsequently put into bage and 
carried away on motocycles and bikes. Stacks of money are furtively 
handed and these people vanish! Thus, the ice intended for the people's 
use has been turned into a profitable commodity for speculators. 


At the Ice Factory, there are two retail sale places to serve consumers 
but they have practically become profit-making places for traders. These 
persons jostle and abuse one another in buying. After buying, they sel! 
and buy again until there is no ice left. By that time, they have made 
a profit of tens of dong each. 


Because of the above-mentioned two selling methods, ice does not reach 
consumers at the directed price. If consumers want to buy from under- 
hand dealers, they wil! have to pay three or four times as much. 


For the people's benefit, the ice management and distribution agencies 
and market management cadres must reexamine the sale of ice bars and 
cubes and supervise the activities of servicing teams in order to devise 
rational distribution measures.

INSUFFICIENT VEGETABLE SUPPLY TO HANOI] PEOPLE REVEALED

[Text] Recently, the volume of vegetables--mainly bindweed--sold daily 
by state stores has somewhat increased but many people still have to buy 
them at high prices on the open market, 


Though 300 tons of fresh vegetables are barely sufficient to meet the 
daily need of our municipality, the average daily supply is only 200 
tons, Moreover, vegetables are not equally allotted to vegetable shops 
and the distribution method is still replete with shortcomings. While 
certain persons, households, agencies and unite can buy vegetables 
almost every day because they are near selling places or are in good 
terms with shops, others cannot. 


In addition, vegetable distribution has also been influenced by the rais- 
ing of tense of thousands of hogs in the urban area of the municipality. 
If one passes by vegetable shops, one can see persons buy huge bunches 
and even bagfule of bindweed surely not to be eaten at their home meals. 
Under the pretext of buying "on behalf" of their collectives, some people 
bring home baskets of vegetables...to feed hogs. On their way home,a 
number of state store employees also carry large bunches of vegetables! 


The vegetables sold at state stores are dirt cheap indeed! To maintain 
such low prices, the state has had to invest a large amount of grain and 
goods with the peasantry. Trying to cut down the people's vegetable 
ration...to raise hogs and hence make private individual profit is mere 
selfishness. On their part, the state store will show a lack of respon- 
sibility if they supply vegetables to those buyers who will use them to 
feed hogs and if they fail to provide enough vegetables for the people. 


Over the past few days, vegetable shops have applied a new distribution 
method but, in some areas, there still are poeple who buy bagfuls of 
vegetables to feed hogs. To put an end to this bad practice, not only 
must buyers display a high sense of responsibility but the shops must 
also reconsider their distribution method to make sure that vegetables 
are delivered into the consumers’ hands. On their part, the cadres and 
personnel of state vegetable shops must set better examples in buying 
vegetables.

SUBSIDIARY FOOD CROP PROCESSING IN PAST YEARS REVIEWED

Crops'' | 


| Excerpt] Our people had long known how to process subsidiary food 
crops, but since processing was done mainly in simple forms, manually 
and in srnall volumes within individual families, largely as a self- 
supplied and self-sufficient activity, the quantities of subsidiary food 
products and commodities had remained negligible. After 1960, process- 
ing subsidiary food crops showed new progress and for the first time be- 
came a movement in many localities, particularly the ones that grew 

lots of subsidiary food crops. 


In the 1963 manioc-growing season, the provinces that grew this crop 
sold to the state about 7,600 tone of sliced manioc, an achievement that 
had not been made in the previous seasons. In 1964, the state again was 
able to purchase 15,600 tons of sliced manioc. Twenty-seven villages 
in Thanh Son District (Vinh Phu Province) once sold to the state 500-600 
tons of dried manioc. Son Duong District (formerly Tuyen Quang) whose 
achievements were the selling of 920 tons of sliced manioc in 1972 and 
1, 700 tons in 1974 led all of the highland districts in terms of the quan- 
tities of manioc sold to the state. The quantities of dried manioc that 
Phu Ninh District (Vinh Phu Province) sold to the state from 1960 to 
1963 were equal to 1,876 tons of paddy. In 1964, it sold 1,088 tons of 
sliced manioc and 374 tons of manioc flour. In many villages where 
there had been grain shortages in the past, now thanks to increased pro- 
duction and processing of subsidiary food crops, the people not only had 
enough to eat but also were able to maintain a reserve, with over 90 
percent of the farmers' farilies having either repaired or built their 
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own houses, In 1902, some families earned as much ae |, 315 dong from 
manioc alone. Tam Da Village, again thanks to stepping up the move- 
ment to rougly procese manioc, was able to triple ite grain production 
between 1960 and 1966, On the basis of properly resolving the grain sup- 
ply problem for human beings, the village also put aside an important 
part of ite subsidiary food crops for the development of animal husbandry, 
The number of hogs wae increased from 789 in 1961 to 1,074 in 1965, 

The amount of money obtained from the sales of dried manioc in 1967 was 
2,5 times larger than the sales of paddy and 10 times the receipte of all 
sectors and occupations combined, 


At the same time, in the past years, the network of state-operated sub- 
sidiary food crop-processing industry, which mainly turned fresh manioc 
into flour, was gradually set up and developed. In addition to the 4 mech- 
anized processing facilities capable of processing 4, 000-5, 000 tons of 
fresh manioc each season, between 1972 and 1976 the state built 2 addi- 
tional mechanized processing plants and 61 semimechanized processing 
plants. In the late 1975 manioc-growing season, those 61 plants process- 
ed 30,000 tons of fresh manioc (equivalent to 10,000 tone of paddy) and 
produced 5,500 tons of flour. In 1978, the capacity of 62 manioc starch- 
making facilities in the North was 80,000-100, 000 tons of fresh manioc 
per season, The eastern Nam Bo provinces had about 180 private pro- 
duction installations, with a total processing capacity of 180, 000-200, 000 
tons of fresh manioc per season. Throughout the country in 1978 only 
75,000 tons of fresh manioc were processed into starch. The rate of 
retrieving starch was 18 percent, with the costs amounting to about 

1,000 dong/ton of grade-one starch. 


Although progress was made in the processing of subsidiary food crops, 
the results generally were poorer than our needs and producing capacity. 
These facts can prove that point: 


- With both the state-operated processing force and the processing force 
among the people being included, even in the best year we were able to 
process only about 20-25 percent of the purchased subsidiary food crops, 
5-8 percent of the total harvested crops. Since the larger part of these 
crops was consumed while they were fresh, a lot of waste and rotting re- 
sulted from poor transportation and storage. Once up to 50 percent of 

a sweet potato crop in eastern Nam Bo, which was harvested during the 
rainy season, became rotten before any processing could be done. 


- The network of state-operated processing installations in recent years, 


in spite of more attention paid to its development, still remained small, 
was playing only a supporting role for harvesting in the crop seasons and 
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satiafied only a eamall part of the needs of industrial sectors for raw ma-~ 
terials, Although the processing activities among the people showed some 
development as compared with previous yeare, that development wae far 
from regular, continuous and eteady, nor did it grow into a movement in 
all of the subsidiary food cropse-growing localities. 


- Processing primarily did not go beyond slicing and making flour. Some 
localities did try to make ordinary foods out of the subsidiary crops, but 
eince their work remained a single-handed activity and involved small 
quantities, with irregular quality and high cosets, those foods were not 
commonly included in the people's daily meale. 


Those facte negatively acted on production and the purchases of subsid- 
iary food crops. In the last few years, as the volume of grain production 
had not increased as quickly ae the population had, the average per capita 
grain allocation did not increase, The grain commodities purchased by 
the state were not enough to supply to nonproducers. A state of emergen- 
cy in grain production and supply occurred, mainly in the nonproductive 
sector of agriculture, and adversely affected the standard of living, par- 
ticularly that of the population of cities and industrial centers. It was be- 
cause of the tense grain-supply situation that the pace of development of 
the economic sectors was slowed down. That situation was, to quite a 
large extent, due to the fact that we had not yet processed and used all of 
the subsidiary food crops of all kinds. 


Why ie the processing of subsidiary food crops being the weakest link in 
the entire subsidiary food crop and grain picture in many localities? 


In our opinion, from a subjective standpoint, there are these basic rea- 
sone: 


- Subsidiary food crop production still remains divided and bears a char- 
acter of a heavily self-sufficient and self-supplied activity within fam- 
ilies and cooperatives. Areas, productivity, yield and volume of produc - 
tion are not stabilized from one year to another. About manioc produc- 
tion in the North alone, according to data released by the Statistics Gen- 
eral Department, in 1974 a8 compared with 1964 the area was reduced 
by about 35,000 hectares, the crop yield 40 percent and the volume of 
production 35 percent. In 1975 as compared with 1974 the harvested 
manioc crop showed a decrease of 60,000 tons of fresh manioc. The 
overall volume of production of corn, potato and manioc converted to 
paddy equivalent in 1974 was about 39,000 tons less than that in 1970. 
From 1977 on production was somewhat better. In 1978 the total subsid- 
iary food crop area in the country was very close to 920,000 hectares, 











with the volume of production totaling 4,559,701 tons of fresh tubers, Aas 
compared with 1977, the volume of production of sweet potato increased 
by 117,200 tons, manioe by 618, 831 tons, 


The fact that the volume of production of subsidiary food crops fluctuated 
and for several years showed a decreasing trend was one of the reasons 
that adversely affected their purchases, In the years before 1974, the 
quantities of manioc purchased were only about 3-8 percent of the total 
harvested yield. Some provinces like Bac Thai, Nghe An and Hoang Lien 
Son in those years were able to get only | percent of the total yield, in 
spite of the fact that they grew a lot of manioc, About sweet potato, the 
quantities purchased in 1964 amounted to only 1.8 percent of the total 
yield, in 1968 .3 percent, in 1970 .5 percent and in 1972 .5 percent. 
The province that purchased the most each year was able to get only 

5-3. 5 percent of the total yield. In 1978, which was the year in which 
the purchases of subsidiary food crops were the highest ever, only 
130,659 tons in paddy equivalent were purchased, or 7 percent of the 
total yield. While production and crop purchases remained in such con- 
ditions, it wae an inevitable fact that the processing of subsidiary food 
crops remained weak and undeveloped. 


- As to the processing job itself, what is most common is small-scale 
production, manual technique, simple form and work being done by the 
people. Because of a lack of division of processing work among the 
state-operated installations, cooperatives and cooperative membere' 
families, many state-operated installations, after their construction had 
been completed, did not have enough raw materials to operate normally, 
while in many other locations manioc was not harvested and processing 
had to be constantly put off. Generally speaking, a semimechanized 
manioc-processing installation would need at least 500 tons of fresh 
manioc per crop season. But since the planning for raw materials - 
producing zones had not been done properly and the contracts on buying 
and selling of raw materials were not seriously carried out, each year 
the highest rate of use of the producing capacity of such installations 
was only about 30 percent. Quite a few processing plants operated for 
only 2-3 months a year. Because of their location -- too far from sub- 
sidiary food crop-growing areas -- the production of nearly 30 feed proc- 
essing plants encountered very many difficulties and failed to affect 
strongly and effectively the development of the animal-raising sector. 
What was common in many state-operated processing installations was 
work being done at a slow pace and frequently interrupted, low rate of 
flour production and high costs of processed products. 

















Productivity in processing among the people is low, Drying, which main- 
ly relies on sunlight, further prolongs the processing cycle. In eastern 
Nam Bo, ae the harvest of sweet potato ia right in the rainy season, rough 
processing of the crop by the people encounters many difficulties. In the 
North, since the time to harvest and process manioc and potato coincides 
with the rice harvest, many localities have lote of manpower problems. 
Processing subsidiary food crops has not yet become a common habit 
among the people, particularly the people living in the areas that grow 

a lot of subsidiary food crops, 


- In many years, proper importance was not yet attached to processing 
subsidiary food crops. A common failure of the society as a whole, firet 
of all of the directly concerned sectors and echelons, has been not to link 
together production, processing, transportation, storage and distribution 
of these crops, nor to make them encourage one another to move forward, 
Quite a few localities, in spite of the fact that they failed to maintain a 
grain supply balance, did not even try to step up the production and proc- 
essing of subsidiary food crops, which they still considered a secondary 
grain that they had to use as the last resort -- in the case they could not 
get central support in termes of rice and wheat flour supplies. Also be- 
cause proper importance had not been attached to the production, pur- 
chase and processing of subsidiary food crops, we lacked a number of 
clear and rational policies to encourage them. Our purchase prices have 
not yet ensured the concentration of an absolutely larger share of subsid- 
iary food crop commodities in the hand of the state, nor have they en- 
couraged all localities to actively process subsidiary food crops, to in- 
clude them in their crop allocation scheme and to turn them into popular, 
attractive and convenient foods for the people.

CONSTRUCTION OF BAI BANG PAPER MILL SAID NEARLY COMPLETED

[Text | The Bai Bang Paper Mill in Vinh Phu is one of the large, modern 
projects Sweden is helping us build. The project consists of 180 large and 
small project items and has a designed capacity of 55,000 tons of paper a 
year. At present, after nearly 5 years of construction, the construction 
site of the Bai Bang paper mill has completed 80 to 90 percent of its work. 
Recently, during an emulation campaign celebrating the 35th anniversary of 
the founding of our country, the site turned over and brought into operation 
a water drainage system, pipelines to bring in water for production and 
consumption, and a system of underground and above-ground electrical trans- 
mission lines. The construction of the electricity, pulp, ami finished 
product departments is 70 to 90 percent complete. 


During the recent period, due to good production organization and management 
and solicitation of innovations, labor productivity at the construction site 
has been rather high. The site has neatly organiged each task, set definite 
deadlines for each specific task, and combined close inspections and trial 
operations with the implementation of a system of awards and punishments for 
each production unit. Therefore, labor productivity has nearly doubled. In 
constructing the site, the construction units used the innovation of pouring 
concrete for the foundation and for the floors simultaneously, therefore 
attaining high productivity while assuring quality and creating a better 
bond between the foundation and the floor. The site's technical machinery 
workers came up with the innovation of putting cranes on the concrete floor 
to install machinery in high, complicated positions, and attained good 
results The road-building workers rationalized their work, from the 
asphalt-cooking process to the asphalt-spreading process, so on the average 
the spread between 2,500 and 3,000 square meters of asphalt a day, which 
exceeded the norm by between 200 and 500 square meters, while meeting 
technical standards. 


At present, the Bai Bang paper mill construction site is continuing to 
increase its production rate to compete in achieving merit to commemorate 
the 35th anniversary of the August Revolution and National Day, on 2 
September.

[Summary] “Among the domestic transportation routes, the north-south route 
plays a most important role, Large quantities of goods have been trans- 
ported along this route to directly serve the production and welfare of 
various regions, including many large cities and densely populated areas. 


"Over the past 9 months, despite remarkable efforts, the transportation of 
goods on this route has failed to achieve the planned target due to many 
objective difficulties such as a shortage of material and technical bases, 
inetability in the flow of goods, a lack of means of transportation and 
packing materials, and complicated changes in weather conditions." 


There have been many shortcomings in organization and management: the 
combination between the purchase plan and the transportation plan has not 
been synchronized, and a state where goods have been waiting for means of 
transportation and vice versa has been commonplace. 


Between now and the end of the year, the volume of goods transported in 

the north-south and south-north directions will be very great. These goods 
will include production materials, grain and consumer goods. Therefore, 
both the transportation sector and other sectors owning goods must exert 
greater efforts if the transportation task is to be fulfilled. 


"In order to achieve the above goal, it is necessary to, on the one hand, 
satisfactorily manage, utilize and maintain various means of transportation 
and, on the other, quickly overcome all shortcomings and delays in unloading, 
loading and removing goods from unloading sites, ports, railroad stations, 
warehouses and storage yards. It is also necessary to rationally organize 
the transportation of goods from different points to those assembly areas 
convenient for further transportation in larger carriers. 


These tasks require the active participation of the local transportation 
sector and the increasing use of rudimentary and partially mechanized means 
of transportation. 
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The incentive policy toward transportation workers, eapecially those workers 
who perform hard work, must be widely applied through the granting of piece- 
work and incentive pays for increased productivity. 


"Fully exploiting the existing production capacities of both the forces of 
manpower and means will be the most positive way for our transportation 
sector to overcome its present difficulties in fulfilling its planned 
mission.”

SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH PROJECTS--Hanoi VNA 27 Sep--In the past 5 yea «©. the 
Sub-Institute of Sciences in Ho Chi Minh City has carried out 31 re earch 
projects in service of the national economy. Most of these pro’ ; con- 
cerned the use of solar energy, the production of semiconductor co- 
electric batteries, and catalysts for the petrochemical industry. In agri- 
culture, the institute completed a survey on the chemical composition of 
the Mekong Delta region. Besides, it obtained good results in research on 
the resistance of different varieties of rice to saline soil, the culture 
of tissues and cells in vegetative propagation and regeneration of many 
plants including potatoes, pineapples and sugarcane. The institute has 
produced microbiological insecticide (bacillus thuringiensis), driers using 
solar energy with a capacity of 10 tonnes per day, and various electronic 
meters to measure the earth's magnetic field and electric conductivity of 
water. The institute is staffed by more than 350 cadres, almost 230 of 
them holding university degrees.
